‘New Discharge Plan Covers 


Most Vietnam-Era Deserters

WASHINGTON, April 4 (NYT). 
—An overwhelming majority of 
Viemmam war era deserters will 
qualify to have their undesirable 
discharges upgraded under the 
terms of a plan approved last 
week by President Carter, Pen- 
12g0n Sonrces Said. 

About 60.000 of the 69.170 de- 
serters eligible for relief under 
Mr. Carter's plan, or more than 
85 per cent, will satisfy the cri- 
teria for an “automatic” improv- 
ment in their discharges if they 
apply to military discharge re- 
view boards for such relief within 
six months, the sources estimated. 

Many of the approximately 
92.000 servicemen given undesir- 
able discharges for reasons other 
than desertion will also qualify 
for automatic upgrading but an 
estimate of those who meei such 
criteria was not immediately 
available, About 12,000 such men 
hate reste Aik received upersded 
discharges from military review 
boards. 

The scope and practical effect 
of the President's action, an- 
nounced by the Pentagon, are 
much broader than generally un- 
derstood and so a long way to- 
ward endins the official retribu- 
tion against those who resisted 
the Vietnam war. 

‘Spirit of Compassion’ 

The discharge review program 
also wil permit the 92,000 service- 
men with undesirable discharges 
and about 260,000 who received 
general discharges for 2 wide 
variety of reasons to apply for 

discharges. But action 
in these cases will nob be anto- 


metic. Only time will tell how le- 
nient the military discharge review 
boards will be in these cases and 
how fully they will comply with 
the President's desire to act “in 
8 spirit of compassion.” 

The President's program—work- 
ed out by his close friend Charles 
Rirbo, an Atlanta attorney who 
has no official position in the 
government—falls short of the 
blanket relief he gare about 
10.000 draft evaders when he 
pardoned them on Jau 21. It 
also will not help @ relatively 
small group of “military resisters” 
who might be able to make a 
strong claim to have acted out 
of bona fide repugnance for the 
controversial war. namely those 
who deserted during a tour of 
duty in Vietnam and those who

Castro Visits 
Moscow After 
Berlin, Africa

MOSCOW. April 4.—Cuben 
President Fidel Castro. who dur- 
ing the weekend completed a 
tour of black Africa. arrived in 
Moscow today for an “unoffi- 
cial. friendly visit.” 

He was greeted at Vnukovo 
Auport by Soviet President Ni- 
kola: Podgorny, who returned to 
Moscow earlier today from his 
own 11-day African tour, Soviet 
Communist party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev. Premier Alexel Kosy- 
gin and Foreign Mirdster Andre! 
Gromyko, Tass reported. 

African affairs were expected 
to be a major subject of the 
Cuban leader's talks bere. In 
recenp weeks, Mr. Castro and Mr. 
Podgorny toured most of the 
“front-line” black African states 
confronting white-ruled Rhaode- 
Sia and South Africa. They also 
Visited Algeria, Somalia and 
Ethiopia. 

Diplomatic sources said the two 
Communist Presidents offered in- 
creased military aid to black 
Nations supporting the guerrilla 
war against Rhodesta’s minority 
regime. There also has been 
speculation that the Soviet Union 
is trying to patch up Ethiopian- 
Somali relations. 


Visit to East Berlin 


Mr. Castro came here from East 
Berlin, which he visited during 
the weekend after leaving An- 
gola. In the East German capital 
he had discussions with President 
Erich Honecker. 

Earlier “today, the leaders of 
Cuba and East Germany affirmed 
their support for the movement 
“aimed at liquidating ali forms 
of neo-colonialist exploitation and 
Oppression” in Africa. 

In a joint communique. the 
Cuban and East German Presi- 
dents expressed strong support for 
the leftist governments of An- 
g0la, Mozambique and Ethiopia.

.US. officials can sell Mr. Carter's 
view that such plants are un- 
necessary and may increase the 
spread of nuclear weapons. . 


The Japanese government is 


highly unlikely to agree. Officials 
are solidiy behind Mr. Pukuda's 
outright rejection of what they 
see as ἃ US. attempt to limit the 
peaceful use of nuclear energy. 
Privately, high-ranking officials 
say they consider the Carter 
proposals unrealistic, unworkable 
and unfeir toe Japan. 

Strictly speaking, the emo- 
tional reaction is premature. The 
administration's energy plan will 
not be unveiled until April 20. 
But Mr. Carter has stated his 
determination to halt the pro-~- 
liferation of nuclear weapons as 
@ basic tenet of his foreign policy.

Is Expansion, Despite Pacts

WASHINGTON, April 4 (NYT). 
—The Committee on the Pres- 
ent Danger, a public interest 
group, warned yesterday that the 
Soviet Union would continue “an 
expansionist policy” regardless of 
any agreements concluded with 
Western powers, including:. ac- 
cords to limit strategic arms. 

In a report drafted by its 11- 
member executive committee, the 
group declared: 

“Soviet pressure, when sup- 
ported by strategic and conren- 
tional military superiority, would 
be aimed at foremg our general 
withdrawal from a leading role 
in world affairs and isolating us 
from other democratic societies, 
Which could ποὺ then long sur- 
vive.” 

Growing Soviet military power, 
the group contended, “could lead 
the USSR. to believe that. 
should it eventually succeed in 
isnlatiug the United States from 
its alies and the Third World. 
the United States would be less 
likely in 2 major crisis to lash 
out with strategic nuclear weap- 
ons in a desperate attempt to 
escape subjugation.” 

Paul Nitze, a former deputy 
secretary of defense who was one 
of the authors of the 11l-page re- 
port, said at a mews conference 
that he believed the Sovict Union 
rejected the Carter administra- 
tion’s rms Hmitations proposals 
in Moscow last week “because it 
is aM equitable deal and that's 
what they don’t want.” 

Praise for Carter 

Bir, Nitze, who is chairman of 
the advisory council of the Johns 
Hopkins School of Advanced In- 
ternational Studies, praised Pres- 
igent Carter's approach to arms 
jirtitations, saying, “From my 
gtandpoint, I feel the President 
is doing very well.” 

The committee report. entitled 
“What Is the Soviet Union Up 
To?" concluded that tae Erem- 


lin was “driven by internal. his- 
torical and ideological pressures 
toward an expansionist policy.” 
It added: 

“There is no evidence that 
SALT [Strategic Arms Limita- 
tion Talks], expanded economic 
and cultural relations, the Hel- 
sinki agreement or any other 
features of détente have weaken- 
ed the Soviet drive.” 

The committee said the only 
response available for the United 
States was the continued main- 
tenance of its military strengih. 


Carter Affirms Policy 

WASHINGTON, April 4 (Reu- 
ters).—President Carter pledged 
yesterday that the United States 
would continue to press for “a 
drastic reduction in atomic Weap- 
ons” despite the failure of Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance's first 
talks with Soviet leaders.

—A retired Texas newspaper eci- 
tor, Penn Jones jr, who has been 
fascinated by the assassination 
of John Kennedy for 13 years, 
has released a copy of a letier 
believed to be from Lee Harvey 
Oswald to a “Mr. Hunt” asking 
for “information concerning my. 
position.” The letter was dated 
two weeks before President Ken- 
nedy was slain. 

The “Hunt letter™ first became 
imown in the summer of 1975. A 


number of assassination students, . 


most of them private citizens, 
got copies of it sent by mail from 
Mexico City. 

The letter has excited some in- 
terest in the last few days be- 
-eause Justice Department sources 
- Said that the FBI had confirmed 
taat the 39-word letter was in 
Oswald's handwriting. It was 
“dated Nov. 8. 1968. two weeks 
before Kennedy was siain and 
at a ime when Oswald was living 
in Dallas and working at the 
Texas Schoolbook Depository. 

The letter said: “Dear Mr. Hunt, 
I would like information con- 
cerning my position. I am ask- 
ing only for information. I am 
suggesting that we discuss the 
matter more fully before any 
steps are taken by me or anyong 
else. Thank you. Lee Harvey 
Oswald.” 

Note in Spanish 

Mr. Jones said he received a 
photocopy of the handwritten 
letcer in August or September, 
1975, at his home in Midlothian, 
‘Texas, where he once ran a prize- 
winning weekly newspaper, the 
Midlothian Mirror. 

Accompanying the photocopy 
was a typewritten nofe in Span- 
ish, saying that the sender, who 
signed “P.S.." had sent a photo- 
copy of the letter to the FBI 
in Iste 1974 and had not heard 
from the bureau. 

“Senor 5." as he became 
known, also wrote that he feared 
that something might happen to 
him and that he was going into 
hiding for a time. On the back 
of the envelope containing the 
photocopy and the note was a 
return address: “Insurgentes Sud. 
No. 309, Mexico, DF, Mexico.” 
No. 309 South Insurgentes in 
Mexico City is a four-story white 
stone apartment house containing 
2 number of lower-middle-class 
flats. On the first floor of the 
building are two low-quality 
clothing stores and a small shop 
selling national lottery tickets. 
Over the entrance is the word 
“Piccadillr.” 

Mr. Jones said that he gave 
his copy of the “Hunt letter” ta 
the Dallas Morning News last 
month. The newspaper reported 
that it had had the letter ana- 
lyzed by three independent hand- 
writing experts who. like the 
FBI. concluded that it had been 
written by Oswaid. The hand- 
writing experts said ther had 
compared the letter with others 
known to have been written br 
Oswald. There was no indica- 
tion of how “Senor PS.” had 
come into possession of the letter.

The United States has long addressed the 
Peoples of Communist Europe in three broad- 
east voices and President Carter wants to 
turn up the volume. The governments on 
the receiving end object, but if there is any 
value in the East-West propaganda contest 
—and we think there is—the evolving U.S. 
effort has become reasonably rational and 
deserving of increased support. 


Through the Voice of America, the United 
States speaks to all the world. including the 
Communist nations, targely about U.S. so- 
ciety and US. values. It offers news and 
Information that is only occasionally trim- 
med to fit official policy concerns. The 
Voice has a devoted audience and even the 
Soviet government does not feel greatly 
menaced by it. 


Not so Radio Liberty. almed at the Soviet 
Tuion in 16 languages, and Radio Free Eu- 
rope. beamed at Eastern Europe in six 
tongues. These stations. based in Munich, 
were organized by the Central Intelligence 
Agency in the 1950s to encourage anti-Com- 
munist sentiment—and internal dissension. 
They were supported secretly by the agency 
until 1971 and have been heavily jammed in 
most places, In recent years, the Congress 
has openly funded the two stations and 8}- 
lowed them to continue. under tighter poiicr 
regulations, to focus on the domestic affairs 
and debates of the Communist nations— 
directly competing with the controlled state 
information services there.

The Munich stations employ many émigrés 
from their target countries and gather in- 
formation and analyses from them. ‘Thus 
they not only feed in news from the outside 
world but, in a sense, participate in the in- 
ternal discussions of their audiences. They 
have been shown to have considerable appeal

among news-hunsry peoples—the jamming 
alone proves that. Mr. Carter endorsed a 
request for an additional $45 million, which 
would enable them to double their transmit- 
ting capacities. 

Now that Radios Liberty and Free Europe 
hate abandoned the pretense of independent 
support and deceptive solicitation for private 
funds, Americans may reasonably wonder 
why the United States should openly sup- 
port the dual broadcasting systems, The 
official definitions of separate functions ap- 
pear to justify different forms of program- 
ming. But they do not necessarily justify 
wholly separate forms of supervision and 
operation. The Voice expresses and explains 
government policy and is closely monitored 
by the State Department. The Munich sta~ 
tions are required to be “not inconsistent" 
with nations! policies, under the guidance 
of a government agency. the Board for In- 
ternational Broadcasting,

Once upon a time it was convenient, per- 
haps, to be able to disavow the voices of 
Munich as “unofficial” But that fig leaf 
is gone. These stations cannot and must 
not engage in subversion; but the line 
between hostility and the continuing chal- 
lenge to Communist values is thin indeed. 
The U.S. people should never apologize for 
advocating and encouraging freer speech 
and debate, and human rights, But we must 
bear responsiblity for what is said in our 
name and with our money. Congress ought 
to provide the additional transmitting power 
while looking deeper into the structure of 
our propaganda programs. so that means 
and ends are kept in balance and the insti- 
tutions inherited from the worst days of the 
cold war function as these new times 
require.

On Cutting Off One’s Own Water 


The UN concluded another in its continu- 
ing series of consciousness-raising sessions 
on economic development the other day, this 
one a two-week conference on water in 
Buenos Aires, As these events go. it was a 
Success, A great deal of information on 
what is for most of the world a desperate 
and worsening resource problem was pooled. 
The poor countries made their usual appeal 
for a handout, and the rich countries coun- 
tered with a proposal, which was adopted, 
for a study. Disputes over rivers and the 
like spanning national borders were kept 
within reasonable bounds. 

There was only one political intrusion of 
serious note. The Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganization, of course, created it. The PLO 
and its puppets on this issue, the Arab 
states, at one point crudely harassed an Is- 
Το representative who was speaking and, 
at another, engineered a walkout on an 15- 


raeli expert. The Arabs also rammed through 
@ propagandistic anti-Israel resolution, al- 
though, to their substantial embarrassment, 
it won barely 50 votes out of 120. 

Beyond the ugliness there is a special 
irony. Israel is a world leader in various 
aspects of water technology. It has made 
the desert bloom. There is no group of 
nations that has more need than the Arabs 
for precisely the technology and know-how 
in which the Israelis, Uving in the same 
tegion, are expert. The political need for 
Arab-Israeli cooperation in this field 15 also 
great. Sen. Charles Mathias, for one, has 
just proposed a cooperative nuclear-energy 
project in the Sinai that would provide elec- 
tricity for. among other things, a sizable 
desalinization facility. When the Arabs turn 
their back on Israeli water expertise. they 
are In ἃ very real sense cutting off thelr own 
water.

Speculation has made people 
aware that President Carter's en- 
ergy program is likely to involve 
big new taxes, higher prices, 
stiffer regulation, But those are 
details. They do not really con- 
vey the profound nature of what 
Carter may attempt.

Limited Supply 

The idea that the world is 
Tunning through a limited supply 
of oll is not new among scientists. 
More than 10 years ago Dr. NM. 
Ejing Hubbert of the U.S. Geolog- 
σαὶ Survey predicted that world 
oil prodaction would start declin- 
ing around the year 1995, 

But it is very new for the U.S. 
Government to accept Hubbert's 
thesis as the premise of its policy. 
Even the Arab embargo of 1973- 
74 did not disturb official com- 
placency for long; on Feb. 25, 1974, 
President Nixon declared that the 
energy crisis had “passed.”

For Human. Guinea Pig, Pain Is Pleasure

LOS ANGELES, April 4—After 
the holiday season, business has 
picked up again for Terrt, ἃ 31- 
year-old Californian. Researchers 
all over Los Angeles County are 
again eager to purchase bits of 
his body and pieces of his mind 
for their assorted experiments. 


Without a trace of sely-con- 
sciousness, he raised his chin 
to show three tiny pink holes 
anid the stubble—one of them 
still stitched together with a 
ragged strand of black thread. 
For those three skin “plugs,” acne 
researchers had paid him $46. 
And next week they would buy 
two more. But since those would 
come from his back and: Jeave 
Jess visible scars, they would fetch 
only $7.50 each. 

To Terry. who earned about 
§3.000 last year as a self-deserib- 
ed “professional human research 
subject,” skin biopsies are merely 
small change, like selling blood 
and semen, or doing work for as- 
Sorted anesthesiviogists wha, last 
year, paid him $30 almost weekly 
for breathing such stuff as novo- 
caine and radioactive gases. 

Instead, he said, any profes- 
sional knows that the “really big 
money" requires a certain amount 
of pain or more than a few 
minutes of time. Like drug and 
alcohol studies im which, ‘after 
they get sou really drunk or 
stoned, they've got to keep rou 
around a few hours. just to get 
you straight again.” 

He ticked off his confirmed and 
pending sales: 

First, there is a $70 cancer 
study in which “they insert a 
tube down your nose and throat, 
through the esophagus and suck 
Οὐδ several thousand lung cells.” 

And he has just landed “a 
really terrific job" where for $100 
a day for two days, researchers 
would “stick a catheter into my 
arm and draw blood. while I ride 
an exercise bicycle. to the point 
of exhaustion, I think . 


That, he believes, is an exper- 
iment involving the breathing 
rate for heart patients. 

The prospects also are good for 
another cancer study. “where they 
inser. a fairly large needle into 
your np, 1 think, and extract

said. 

Last year. LDC's 26 designers 
did £2,5 million export business, 
ani another £1.5 million business 
in Britain,

dustry did a £550 million export 
business that same year. 

Ang the young designers have 
been exporting to markets 1.85 
ditionally tough for the British 
industry to break into. They sell 
to shops in West Germany, 
France, Italy and the United 
States, where several of them 
have set up branch offices, 

The group has been successful, 
Randel said. because “thi: has 
always been a country in which 
everyone expects thing: to he 
done for you. This is a group 
that’s prepared to do something 
for itself.”

BOSTON. April 3. ‘UPT:—In 
the world of fairy tales, the Bos- 
ton Bruins were the “Little En- 
gine That Could” this season. 

And like that happy little tale, 
the Bruins ended their 90-game 
journey to the crest of the moun- 
tain Jast night by steaming pact 
the Toronto Mapie Leafs, 7-4, on 
the final night of regular-season 
play to win the Adams Division 
crown of the National Hockey 
League, 

The victory, Baston’s fifth in a 
row, gave the underdog Bruins 
their second straight division title 
with 2 first-round bye. Thev 
edged Buffalo by two points for 
the title and finished ahead of 
the New York Islanders with the 
third best record in the league. 

Toronto will open a best-of- 
three-game Stanley Cup play off 
series tomorrow night at Pitts- 
burgh, 

While the Maple Leafs finished 
according to pre-season forecasts, 
the Bruins far exceeded expecta- 
tions, 

“Some people predicted we 
would finish third in our din- 
sion," said winning goelie Gerry 
Cheevers as he savored a well 
earned cigar, “Instead we fin- 
ished third in the league and first 
in our division, You have to give 
these guys credit.” 

Credit Cheevers with some ex- 
cellent play when it appeared 
the club was running out of gas. 
The Bruins had built a 2-0 lead 
early in the second period, last 
night, weathered a Bob Neely 
goal, and scored three straight 
times to take a 5-1 edge 5:35 into

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tm: Lhe Long Odyssey of J oseph Cor ἵνα

NEW TORE (NYT).—Even keeping in mind the ancient Greek 
admonition against judging any man lappy until? he is dead, 10 
would seem safe to say that the long odyssey of Joseph Cort has 
ended without bitterness and with the possibility, at least, of 
scientific accolade and wealth 

After nearly a quarter century in exile, Dr. Cort returned to 
the United States seven weeks ago as an adjunct professor of 
physiology at Mount Sinai Medical School, as a vice-president of 
Ferring Pharmaceuticals Imc. and as a meu who calis it all a 
“happy accident.” 

For four years, first as a Harvard widergraduate (in the same 
class as Robert Eennedy; and then at the Yale Medical School, 
where be received his MD degree in 1951, Cort had been, as he put 
it recently, ‘one of the few students who admibted openly thas he 
was 2 member of the Communist pariy.” 

For four years he had attended what he remembers as “occa- 
sional meetings at which we sat around and discussed Marxist phi- 
losophy.” 

A few months into a fellowship πὶ England in 1951, Cort, then 
33, received a Jetter from the U.S. Embassy in London ordering him 
to surrender his passoprt and reburn immediately to the United 
States. 

He refused to comply. “I felt fairly certain,” he recalled, “that 
if I came back without my passport—in that climate—that was the 
end of my scientific career." From the British Home Office Cort 
asked for and was granted permission to remain in Engiand. 

Two years later. in 1953, Cort—~who was born in Boston—was 
ordered by his Massachusetts dreft beard to report for a pre« 
induction physical examination for the armed forces. 

Again he refused to comply, beNeving, as he has always main- 
tained, that the induction notice was simply a means of getting him 
back to the United States so that he could be prosecuted as a 
subversive, 

“Whereupon I was indicted for draft evasion,” he said. “Where- 
upon the State Department told the Home Office that I could have 
my citizenship revoked under the McCarran Act and then would be 
unreturnable,” 

When the Home Office told him his permission to remain in 
England would not be renewed, he wrote a letter to a friend who 
was ἂν member of Parliament. The friend told the editor of The New 
Statesman and the “Cort case,” as it came to be known, blossomed 
into a national sensation in Britain and received press atietion in the 
United States. 

The British bome secretary ultimately ruled that “there is 
nothing in Cort’s case to justify regarding him as a political refugee” 
and ordered him to leave the country. 

Cort chose to go to Czeehoslovakia, he said, because of “its 
scientific atmosphere, particularly in chemistry.” He and his wife, 
also a doctor, embarked from England on a Polish freighter on the 
last day of July in 1954. 

Cort would not talk about his personal life in Czechoslovakia. 
Tt is apparent that he has complex feelings about a place where he 
lived for 20 years, where his four children were born (and the to 
eldest remain) and where he was divorced and subsequently married 
a Czech citizen. 

But it was there—for the first time in his life, he sald—that he 
eame into contact with organic chemists who “could literally change 
the molecule.” They also changed his Hfe. 

For some years organic chemists in the United States and Europe 
pad been working to synthesize—duplicate in the laboratory—certain 
pituitaxy hormones. Dr. Joseph Rudinger of the .Czechoslovakian 
Academy of Science, a leader in the field, asked Cort to join a 
research team whose goal was to “improve upon God"—Cort’s phrase 
—by altering the molecular structure of these synthetic hormones so 
as to makes them more effective as drugs. 

The hormone they wanted to improve upon was vasopressin. 
which acts on the kidneys and thereby controls the amount of water 
the body can hold. For sufferers of a relatively rare disease called 


diabetes insipidus, as well as persons who have had their pituitary 
glands removed, life is mostly spent in the drinking and excreting 
of up to 50 quarts a day of liquids. 

As a drug ἴα treat this condition, vasopressin is Jess than 
satisfactory because it constricts blood vessels, a dangerous side 
effect. Moreover, it is quickly broken down and neutralized by body 
enzymes, 

What Cort and his associates came up with in 1865 was a 
vasopressin analogus—or synthetic substitute—that allows patients 
to retain water Without any alde effects. And because DDAVP, as it 
was Named, resists attack from enzymes, it works for hours, 

In Burope, where it bas been in use for 10 years, DDAVP is also 
prescribed for chronic bedwetters and for bear alcohotics,.who find 
their powers of consumption greatly reduced after taking it, DDAVP 
has been tested in the United States for 18 months under Food and 
Drug Administration supervision. A ruling on its use here is expected 
‘within the next few weeks. 

A second vasopressin analogue developed by Cort has even more 
momentous potential, Called Glypressin, it has been used in Europe 
since 1972 in the treatment of many types of internal hemorrhage. 
Cort is hopeful that tke FDA will allow the testing of Glypressin 
shortly. 

Experiments in Sweden involying a different application of 
Glypressin give researchers hope that it could im out to be the 
Jong-sought post-conception birth-control drug. If so, sald Dr, Irving 
Schwartz, dean of the graduate faculty of the Mount Sinai Medical 
and Graduate Schools—and a friend and colleague of Corts—it's 
of Nobel Prize level,” adding that “the best dreams don't necessarily 
pan out.” 

Schwartz, who is himself involved in constructing pituitary 
anilogues, played a part in Cort's return to the United States. At 
medical conferences in Prague in 1963 and in Belgium in 1971, the two 
men talked of one day joining forces. 

In early 1976, Schwartz recommended Cort for ἃ research and 
teaching appointment at Mount Sinai, whidla the board approved later 
that year. 

But it was Leonard Boudin, the defender of clients of the left 
from Rockwell Kent to Daniel Elisberg. who was mast instrumental in 
effecting Cort’s return. Boudin first heard about Cort on a visit to 
England in 1954. ; 

‘Tm an American Jawyer and I can't possibiy help you in 
England,” Cork remembered Boudin’s saying to him at the time. 
“But there will come a time when you will want legal assistance.” 

That time came five years later when in April of 1959 Cort appiled. 
αὖ the U.S. Embassy ii Prague for a new passport. When his request 
was denied, Cort turned to Boudin, who took the case in his capacity 
aS Counsel to the National Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, an 
organization formed im 1951. 

On Feb. 10, 1960, the State Department ruled that Cort had lost 
his citizenship on the grounds that he had remained abroad to avoid 
the draft. 

Boudin challenged that finding, first in a lower court, and later 
in the U.S. Supreme Court. In a 5-4 opinion delivered Feb. 18, 1963, 
the court ruled that the State Ρ had acted wneonstitu- 
tionally because it had stripped Cort of his citizenship without afford- 
ing him due process of law. 

Boudin said he was not sure just what did the trick, but on 
July 17, 1975, he was able to cable the following message to Cort in
